JEFFERSON CITY, June 1— 
The Missouri Legislature ap- 
proved a record state budget of 
$1,143,000,000 last night and 
ended its 1959 session. 

The budget total was about 
$15,000,000 less than the amount 
Gov. James T. Blair had sought 
to operate the state government 
for the two-year period begin- 
ning July 1. 

The total approved was about 
$90,000,000 more than the budget 
authorized for the current two- 
year period, in which state costs 
went abdve one billion dollars 
for the first time. 

Gov. Blair said today it was 
“too early” for him to comment,| 


on the state’s financial situation; # 


under the new budget. He said 
he would first have to go over 
the appropriations bills and eval- 
uate “the whole situation” be- 
fore commenting. 

Few Accomplishments. 

The Legis lature, Missouri’s 
Seventieth General Assembly, 
set one other record in closing a 
five-month session that was 
characterized by both failures 
and a few accomplishments. The 
Senate and House managed to 
adjourn before the mandatory 
deadline last. midnight. 

It marked the first time since 
the May 31 midnight deadline 
was established in. 1953 that the 
two chambers were able to finish 
their business before the clock

The Assembly enacted about 
350 of the 1000 bills and proposed 
constitutional amendments intro- 
duced in the session. But it ap- 
proved only 16 of the 51 legisla- 
tive proposals submitted by the 
Governor.

way job of more than $250,000 
unless he has previously com- 
pleted a job for the department 
as a prime contractor on a con- 
tract for a lesser amount. 

The Vanlandingham committee 
was established after Represen- 
tative R. J. King Jr. (Rep.), 
Clayton, charged that the rule 
had resulted in 20 contractors 
be awarded 80 per cent of $270,- 
670,000 in major highway con- 
tracts in Missouri. King said the 
rule stifled competition. 

“Whitton told the committee 
Saturday that the commission 
has been studying the $250,000 
pre-qualification rule for about a 
year to determine whether it 
should be maintained or 
changed,” Vanlandingham. said. 

Whitton denied to the Post- 
Dispatch that he had specifically 
mentioned the pre-qualification 
rule to the committee. He in- 
sisted he said the commission 
was reviewing pre-qualification 
rules generally.

Completion Awaited. 


Tallamy was quoted as saying 
that Mueller had turned the 
Missouri data over to him and 
that his bureau was studying it. 
It was estimated the federal 
study would be completed in 10

In its report, the committee 
said it had received information 
from 46 states and the District 
of Columbia about bidding prac- 
tices.

Extreme right-wing politicians 
who oppose any peace settle- | 
ment with Moslem rebels suf- | 


el 
fered heavy defeats in yester- | 
day’s senatorial elections. The 
voting was a victory for Presi- | 
dent Charles de Gaulle. | 


Conservatives were the big 
winners in the Algerian-wide bal- 
loting for 10 French and 22 Mos- | 
lems to represent. Algeria in the | 
French Senate in Paris. The .vot- 
ing was by 7000 specially chosen 
“grand electors” — National As- 
sembly deputies and municipal | 
counsellors. 

Liberal candidates, mostly 
Moslems, who seek a compro-| 
mise with the Algerian national- | 
ist rebels also were roundly de- 
feated. They set a precedent | 
however, merely by standing for | 
office and brought closer De | 
Gaulle’s pledge for free, wide 
open elections in Algeria. | 

The Conservatives, or moder- 
ate politicians, mostly represent 
French firms or individuals with 
big holdings in Algeria. They 
favor close association of Al- 
geria with France and are mid- | 
way between the die-hard right- 
wing group and the Liberals. , 

Unlike the extreme rightists 
who have dominated Algerian 
politics since the uprising that | 
brought De Gaulle to power last 
summer, the Conservatives are 
generally prepared to work with 
De Gaulle for an_ industrial | 
revolution to boost low living 
standards here. ' 

One of the most important | 
rightist defeats was in Algiers | 
where publisher Alain de Serigny | 
failed to be elected. He was 
known for his off and on hos- 
tility toward De Gaulle and was 
one of the leaders of the May 
13, 1958, upheaval. 

Moslem liberal Ali Khodja was 
defeated in Algiers but it was 
considered remarkable he would 
run at all in a city where right- 
ist activity is so strong. A year 
ago he was placed under police 
guard by right-wing elements,

Missouri legislators beat the clock that ran 
out on their session at midnight Sunday and 
that was just about their principal success. 

The Legislature’s record for five months 
was conservative, negative and un- 
imaginative. It ignored Gov. Blair’s consid- 
ered program for the most ‘part and in the 
usual last-minute rush of confusion wound up 
by gambling with the general revenue budget. 

The public should not be deceived by the 
fact that the next biennial budget of $1,143,-

some modest expansion of state colleges, hos- 
pitals and other institutions and services. 

Here the legislators reduced the Governor’s 
budget by several millions and ignored his 
plan for higher liquor and cigarette taxes. 


They set aside a pay-as-you-go income tax 


withholding plan. Employer groups opposed 
withholding though it promised increased 
revenue without increased taxes. In the 
end the legislators settled on a use tax on 
out-of-state purchases, exempting raw ma- 
terials for industry and equipment for new 
and expanded plants. 

This is where the Legislature gambled. The 
members estimate that the use tax will bring 
in eight millions a year—but that is what the 
Governor expected it to produce before ex- 
emptions were added. Suppose it does not 
now produce as much as the legislators ex- 
pect? Then the moderately-expanded general 
revenue budget will not hold up and state 
services will have to be cut back.

Even if their expectations prove out, the 
legislators expect the state to dip by a million 
dollars or more a year into its surplus, which 
Gov. Blair says is already as low as it 
should be. 

Assuming that many state services can be 
maintained or even improved somewhat under 
the new budget, there is a singular omission. 
The Governor’s plan for a gasoline tax in- 
crease to support an expanded road-building 
program was blocked largely at the behest of 
the oil lobby and county judges who demand- 
ed a share of state money for purely local 
roads. Missouri has been losing ground in 
its ability to match available federal aid funds; 
now it must be presumed roads will be built 
more slowly. 

Moreover, the House bowed to another 
lobby—the outdoor advertising interests—in 
wrecking a bill to protect the driving public 
from unsightly billboards along interstate 
highways yet to be built. 

In rejecting 35 of the Governor’s legisla- 
tive proposals, the legislators said No to such 
elementary necessities as a point-system 
drivers’ license law (and most other traffic

Even so simple and desirable an election re- 
form as the spring primary failed. No interest 
was paid the proposal to let Missouri Gover- 
nors succeed themselves, despite the clear 
lesson of this session that a Governor loses 
influence and leadership with the Legistature 
in the second half of his term. 

On the constructive side, the Legislature 
did extend the life of the state’s Human 
Rights Commission, without really extending 
its authority. A state atomic energy commis- 


sion was established. Welfare benefits for 
the aged and blind were improved to meet 
the challenge of inflation. And state hos. 
pitals will be permitted to transfer custodial — wa 
patients to nursing homes, thus enlarging i 


the capacity for treatment.

St. Louis finally won power to increase its 
earnings tax but only as the city’s financial 
problem became desperate. A bill to permit 
the Bi-State Agency to get to work in earnest 
also was passed, but the city’s off-street park- 
ing needs bowed once more to the private 
parking lobby. About all St. Louis county 
won from this Legislature was the right to 
issue revenue bonds to build a new courts 
building. 

It may seem strange in this record of fre- 
quent obeisance to powerful lobbies that the 
legislators would stand against any of them— 
but three were defeated. The labor lobby 
lost in a renewed drive to repeal the King- 
Thompson utility anti-strike law. The truck 
lobby met a roadblock in its effort to raise 
truck weights. And the public school lobby, 
after repeated victories, overreached itself in 
demanding a one-half per cent sales tax in- 
crease earmarked for the new foundation pro- 
gram. Senator Gibson of Independence noted 
that every state office needed more money, 
and said it was “inconceivable” that any spe- 
cial group could be “so selfish and so greedy” 
as to demand service to the exclusion of other 
needs. 

Yet the record demonstrates that if the 
lobbies could not always get legislation they 
wanted, they could block legislation they op- 
posed. Agd so one worthy proposal after 
another vanished in committees and in the 
last-hour confusion. 

If the approved budget does not work out 
as planned, Gov. Blair may have to resort to 
the expensive process of recalling the legisla- 
tors in special session. Then he undoubtedly 
also will renew his request for an expanded 
highway program. But any developing need 
for a special session will be a measure of the 
Legislature’s failure to do what it should have 
done this spring. 


Again, Two Newspapers 

The Post-Dispatch welcomes the resumption 
of publication by the Globe-Democrat. 

During the 14 weeks of the strike which 
forced our competitor to suspend publication, 
St. Louis learned what it was like to depend 
on one daily newspaper. In the majority of 
American cities, this is the permanent situa- 
tion. Beginning today, St. Louis again becomes 
one of the wholesome exceptions. 

In our view the public is well served by 
having a ehoice between editorial personalities 
and adveftising media. It was to help main- 
tain two separate, independent newspapers in 
St. Louis that the Post-Dispatch purchased the 
plant and equipment of the Globe-Democrat 
and will consolidate the mechanical operations 
in one plant, We believe that the economies 
thus made possible for both newspapers will 
keep St. Louis in the category of competitive 


pee cities. 

The beneficiary of this arrangement will be 
the public, which will continue to have a 
choice of coverage of public affairs and of 
editorial comment. 


After the Weekend 


A good part of the tragic toll of highway 
fatalities over the Memorial Day weekend 
will be attributed, inevitably, to high speeds. 
Yet a new Bureau of Public Roads report may 
surprise many drivers. The Bureau found 
that the lowest accident rate occurs at about 
65 miles an hour, which is close to usual high- 
way speed limits. The rate increases above 
that but is highest at speeds far lower. 


Common sense indicates that something be- 
sides speed is necessary to produce accidents, 
such as driving in the wrong lane, or incor- 
rect passing, or plain loss of control of an 
automobile. Speed enhances the danger in- 
herent in driving errors, but it is not the 
prime cause of accidents. Bad drivers are 
the principal cause and, necessary as speed 
laws are, there is no way to legislate good 
driving sense behind a wheel. 


A Second Common Market 


British acceptance of an invitation to join 
Sweden, Norway, Denmark, Austria, Switzer- 
land and Portugal in a conference in Stock- 
holm almost assures a second European “com- 
mon market.” In fact, the British Treasury 
is hopeful that the association may be in op- 
eration by the end of the year. 

The governments concerned point out that 
they are not retaliating against the six-nation 
continental Common Market, yet that organi- 
zation is at the root of the new activity. Many 
in Great Britain, for example, believe that 
London should have joined the continental 
group, and nations with fewer economic and 
industrial resources must feel at an even 
greater disadvantage. So it is conceded—and 
perhaps even hoped—that the two common 
markets might be merged into an all-Euro- 
pean free trade area. 

This would add the 90,000,000 population of 
the new group to the 165,000,000 of Euromart, 
thus creating the world’s strongest economic 
bloc. 

The merger is a real possibility since those 
shaping the continental common market have 
never ceased to point out that they do not 
want it to be exclusive. But the British in 
particular felt they had special problems 
which made it difficult for them to accept the 
sweeping continental arrangements. Insofar 
as these problems are serious, a second and 
perhaps somewhat more restricted trade 
agreement could afford an opportunity for 
making adjustments preliminary to joining 
an all-European group. 

Even the continental common market, not 


* 


to be fully realized for a dozen years, repre- 
sents an economic entity in many ways strong- 
er than the United States. Yet we should 
not dread its creation and its possible enlarge- 
ment. Anything that reduces trade barriers is 
to be welcomed. While it is bound to bring 
about some changes in the present pattern 
of international commerce, the end result is 
a healthier economic world. Further, Euro- 
mart with its six-nation parliament, eventually 
to be elected without reference to present 
sovereignties, is the best promise of a poli- 
tically consolidated Europe, a world power 
on a par with the United States and the Soviet 
Union and, as such, a mighty bastion of world 
peace.

It is good to know that Harry Truman and 
Speaker Sam Rayburn have denied holding a 
summit conference of their own to divide up 
the Democratic world. 

It isn’t true, they say, that Mr. Truman, 
backing Senator Symington for the party’s 
presidential nomination, and Speaker Sam, 
backing Majority Leader Lyndon Johnson, 
have agreed to combine forces for whichever 
of their candidates turns out to have the 
better chance in the convention. 


Of course it is no news to anybody that Mr. 
Truman backs Senator Symington and Speak- 
er Sam backs Lyndon Johnson. Nor would 
many people be surprised if the Lyndon John- 
son forces swung in behind Senator Syming- 
ton once it became clear that their man 
couldn’t make’it. This has been in the po- 
litical cards for a long time, and probably ac- 
counts for the dreamy smile that comes over 
Senator Symington’s face when reporters 
query him about the contest. 

There is still a strong presumption that no 
Southerner can win the nomination of.a party 
which knows that it must appeal strongly to 
the masses of urban voters who decide presi- 
dential elections. Senator Johnson may over- 
come the handicap of being a Southerner 
whose support is concentrated in the South, 
but we would not bet on it. Senator Syming- 
ton’s chances, therefore, look correspondingly 
bright by comparison. 

All he has to worry about is what will hap- 
pen when it dawns on the Northern liberals 
in the Democratic party that the South’s No. 
2 candidate may be unacceptable to them 
for the same reason as the South’s No. 1 
candidate. 


‘A Demand to Be Met 


Many St. Louis householders have a vital 
interest in an investigation the Federal Power 
Commission is now conducting. It is looking 


into a complaint by Laclede Gas Co. that. 


Mississippi River Fuel Corp. has refused to 
increase the amount of natural gas it supplies 
to Laclede. A formal hearing will be held 
by the Commission June 15. 

Laclede has some 358,000 residential cus- 
tomers in the St. Louis area, slightly more 
than half of whom now use gas for space 
heating. The utility estimates that all but a 
fraction of the others also would heat their 
homes with gas if the fuel were available, 
which it isn’t. Gas is substantially cheaper 
for household heating than oil or coal and it 
is cleaner. 

Has Mississippi been increasing the capacity 
of its system without giving Laclede an op- 
portunity to increase its demand level? La- 
clede says Yes and Mississippi says No. It is 
the Commission’s job to determine where the 
equities lie. What St. Louisans are interested 
in is a substantially increased supply. Those 
who want gas heat and can’t get it are paying 
the penalty of someone’s failure to make sup- 
ply equal demand. |

What do you think about the things 
you think you think about?

Do we have more than a fleeting in- 
terest in our Government’s efforts to 
negotiate the beginnings of a disarma- 
ment problem? Do we think disarma- 
ment is possible—peace achievable? 
Or do we push hydrogen bombs, along 
with United Nations negotiations on 
disarmament, back into the deepest 
recesses of our minds—shutting off 
thought, turning our backs on reason— 
relying instead on mystery, miracle 
and authority to carry us through? 

I ask again: What do we think about 
the things we think we think about? 

In the 1930s, we debated the issues 
of the time hotly, sometimes brutally, 
but in the end we were enlightened— 
able to make decisions based on our 
knowledge of the facts. In the 1950s, 
there has been a great silence over 
the land—as mankind races on to- 
ward unknown dangers. We do not 
discuss and apparently are not vitally 
interested in the prime issue of our 
time—and give no moral support or 
direction to our affairs. 

It seems to me that the prime issue 
of our time is world disarmament— 
finding a way to bring the world arms 
race to an end,

“Theyre Annihilated and We’re 
Barely Demolished—So I Guess 
We Win the War—” 


My good friend, the Honorable Philip 
Noel-Baker, member of Parliament 
and a leader in the British Labour 
Party, has recently had a book pub- 
lished, *‘The Arms Race,” which ev- 
eryone should read. 

He says: “Modern weapons have 
been developed for national defense. 
But every scientist, general, minister 
and military commentator is agreed 
that they have destroyed the hope of 
‘national defense; there is quite liter- 
ally no present or prospective hope of 
defense ‘against them; the very em- 
ployment of the word ‘defense’ to 
describe modern military preparation 
is an extreme example of how lan- 
guage can deceive.” Here, ‘‘deceive” 
is the operative word. We squander 
our brains, our hopes and resources 
on a giant hoax. 


If there is no defense against mod- 
ern weapons, of what does our de- 
fense consist? Deterrent — strength 
enough militarily to retaliate in kind 
against Russian attack. If millions of 
us are wiped out in a single night, 
our air force is so geared and or- 
ganized in the United States and at 
our 250 bases around the world—and 


we also have our nuclear submarines— 
to make sure millions of Russians will 
that same night pass with us into the 
unknown. The fear of this retaliation 
is our defense. There we have it in 
a nutshell. 

Our posture of strength, therefore, 
is supposed to give us what we need 
in order to be able to negotiate with 
Russia and settle peacefully the dif- 
ferences that separate the Communist 
and the Free World. 


But is that the way it is working? 
The arms race is causing us to place 
our reliance ever more fully in force— 
destructive force. For, if we are at- 
tacked, we plan to retaliate, striking 
not only military targets but civilian 
centers as well—women, children, the 
old, the young—people, masses of peo- 
ple will be wiped out. That is the de- 
terrent threat. That is what we have 
announced—and that, of course, is 
what Russia has threatened to do, too. 


The very nature of nuclear defense 
accelerates the nuclear arms race. We 
can’t stop research. We can’t fall be- 
hind—or our defenses will no longer 
be a deterrent and then, of course, no 
longer a defense. Therefore, the search 
is for ever more perfect mass destruc- 
tive weapons—thereby increasing fear 
and suspicion. 

What will stop the arms race? Not 
fear of some weapon as yet unknown, 
but man’s knowledge of what will hap- 
pen to him if the nuclear weapons now 
in existence are used. Negotiations on 
disarmament will only be su 
when the people of the world demand 
their success out of a deep understand- 
ing of the need for disarmament. 

History has demonstrated that men, 
when faced with a common problem, 
by co-operative effort and faith, have 
been able to perform miracles, But 
problems must be recognized and 
faced to be overcome. The facts about 
hydrogen bombs and nuclear war are 
not secret. We cannot make them our 
own. We must carry the facts to 
others. 

Surely, working for universal under- 
standing of what a nuclear war would 
mean for all is the strongest deterrent 
—the most powerful that can be built.

IRAQ ABROGATES 
U.S. ECONOMIC AND 
MILITARY PACTS 


BAGHDAD, Iraq, June 1 (AP) 
—The American embassy said 
today Iraq has renounced Amer- 
ican military aid on the ground 
it conflicts with the country’s 
positive neutrality policy. 

The Iraqi Foreign Ministry 
sent a note to the embassy Sat- 
urday terminating the military 
assistance agreement of 1954, the 
supplement to the military agree- 
ment signed a year later, and 
the 1957 economic assistance 
agreement. 

The politely-phrased note em- 
phasized the abrogation was not 
meant as an unfriendly act. 
“We desire a growth of friend- 
ship between the two countries 
on the basis of mutual under- 
standing and friendship,” it said. 
Under the military aid agree- 
ment the United States gave Iraq

People Better Dressed. 

On the sidewalks, instead of 
the formless bundles of shabby 
black coats that once plodded 
the streets, there are now neatly 
dressed women in bright cloth- 
ing, their hair carefully brushed 
and their faces made up. With 
them hurry men in business 
suits that might have come from 
Seventh avenue. 

But like housing, clothing is 
still in very short supply and by 
American standards extremely 
expensive. As I drove through 
the streets one day recently I 
saw women in a double line 


a block long waiting outside a 
store marked ‘“Shoes—Wom- 
en’s.” Across the street @ squad 
of burly girls in padded work 
clothes were spreading tar and 
: driving. steamrollers over the 

potholes created by the winter's 
frost. 

In the grocery stores the 
wooden hams and sausages, 
which were the only decoration 
a decade ago, have been re 
placed by attractive displays of 
a variety of foodstuffs from 
corn flakes to caviar, which, 
though expensive, are more 
abundant than at any time in 
Soviet history. 


Perhaps a more significant 
change than houses, clothes and 
food, is the more relaxed atti- 
tude of the Russians toward 
foreigners. The fearful stone- 
faced timidity of the Stalin era 
has been replaced by an almost 
enthusiastic readiness to discuss 
their business, whether it be 
running the government, raising 
corn or making trucks. 

Once afraid to reveal their 
own names, they now reel off 
statistics, talk’ with pride of 
their ac ents and de 
scribe their problems with little 
reticence. On the Soviet jet 
which brought me from Paris, 
a Russian passenger introduced 
himself, reminding me we had 
met during the war. 

A railroad expert, he dis- 
cussed the electrification of So- 
viet railroads as freely as any 
American engineer might dis- 
cuss his affairs, giving figures 
and plans which in Stalin’s day 
would have been classified top 
secret. 


It was the first of many such 
conversations | had. In fact, 
wherever my wife and I have 
gone—to farms, factories, schools 
or government offices, people 
seemed genuinely eager to talk. 
At the theater, the director 
asked us to come backstage to 
talk to his actors. At the Likha- 
chev (formerly “‘Stalin’’) Auto 
Works, a girl in greasy overalls, 
but with her black hair carefully 
combed and her lips painted, 
said she remembered me from 
wartime days when I used to 
take walks with my daughter 
around the Arbat District where 
she lived. 


Foreign tourist traffic, which 
had ceased in Stalin’s last days, 
is again flourishing and the offi- 
cial tourist agency, Intourist, is 
now shepherding thousands of 
foreigners around the country. 
Last year 5000 Americans alone 
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came to the U.'S.S.R. This year 
Intourist plans to take care of 
triple that number. 

My own party has been given 
every facility to see almost 
everything we want. Within 48 
hours of my arrival, no less than 
three members of the cabinet of- 
fered me everything from a ‘bear 
hunt to a non-aggression pact. 
Nikita Khrushchev, in a speech 
in Moldavia, has publicly stated 
that I might go wherever I like 
in the Soviet Union, including 
power developments in northern 
Siberia which no foreigner has 
previously been allowed to visit. 

New Kremlin Atmosphere. 


But perhaps the most startling 
change I have encountered was 
in the Kremlin itself; As I drove 
through the gate to pay a call 
on Mi , I recalled 
a rainy night in September, 1941, 
when the Germans were at the 
approaches of Moscow. I was 
driven through the gloomy, 
blacked-out 


Gate where grim sentinels care- 
fully scrutinized my pass before 
letting me through for the first 
of my many meetings with 
Stalin. 

Now the Kremlin is open to 
the public: In gardens over- 
looking the city, Muscovites 
stroll in the spring sunshine and 
‘around the half-dozen Krenilin 
churches hordes of Soviet tour- 
ists are examining the inscrip- 
tions on the tombs of the early 
Czars.

Savings and loans associations 
in this area are paying 34% and 
4 per cent on savings accounts, 
which increased $26,480,000 in 
the first four months of the 
year. 


Loan Earnings Up. 
Earnings of banks have been | 
aided by the increase in rates 
charged on loans. On May 18, 
banks raised the prime rate 
from 4 to 4% per cent and ad- 
justed other rates accordingly. 
This put the lending rates back 
to the previous peak reached in 
1957. 

Yields on investments have 
risen also in recent months. 
United States Government bonds 
maturing or callable in 10 years 
or more yielded 3.08 per cent in 
1956, 3.47 per cent in 1957 and 
3.43 per cent in 1958. Last Fri- 
day, these bonds were priced to 
yield between 3.84 and 4.32 per 
cent, depending upon the issue. 
Other security yields have shown 
about the same changes. 


Mortgage rates also have in- 
creased in recent months with 
most conventional loans made at 
5% per cent, Last week the 
Federal National Mortgage As- 
sociation announced a one point 
reduction in its buying prices 
for mortgages in the secondary 
market, thus raising the yield.

OVERLAP DOORS: New hardware that lets you set any 
interior door over the opening, rather than within it, may be 
worth checking if you're building or remodeling. The door 
overlaps the opening by 214 inches, opens and closes like a 
refrigerator door. Wooden jamb, door trim and stops—all 
are eliminated, saving time and expense. Hanging the door 
takes only about one sixth the usual time. The hardware in- 
cludes special hinges, a refrigerator-type latch, and a straight 
pull instead of a turning knob.

IT’S REASSURING to see peo- 
ple—like you— paying more at- 
tention to the specific kind of 
heart disease instead of speak- 
ing of “heart trouble” as though 
it were just one disease. 


Auricular fibrillation means 
that the auricles—the upper 
chambers of the heart—are 
quivering or trembling, but not 
really beating. The various 
fibers of muscle aren’t con- 
tracting in unison, but in all 
sorts of rhythms of their own. 


If you’re old enough to remem- 
ber the old-fashioned kitchen 
pump, you know what happened 
if you rattled the handle back 
and forth very rapidly, yet 
moved it only an inch or two 
each way. You didn’t pump any 
water. Yet you used up as much 
energy as you would have used 
in taking long, slow, steady 
strokes which would have pro- 
vided plenty of water. 


So it is with a heart when it 
fibrillates. It quivers but it 
doesn’t get much accomplished. 
So, of course, fibrillation should 
be halted, if possible, and the 
even steady, effective heartbeat 
restored. 

It can be a dange situa- 
tion, but one which usdally can 
be controlled by appropriate 
medication and sometimes by 
other methods. When fibrillation 
occurs in the course of a heart 
operation; a mild, regular elec- 
trical impulse sometimes is ap- 
plied. directly to the organ, for 
example. 

Now to get to the question of 
“how much activity?” It is en- 
tirely impossible for me to de- 
termine the answer. Part of the 
questions depends on what 
caused the fibrillation. How 
thoroughly has the heart re- 
covered from the original dam- 
age. For fibrillation implies 
that something has gone wrong, 
else the beat would have re- 
mained regular. 


How much reserve strength 
remains in the heart — “‘func- 
tional reserve,” or “‘potential,”’ 
would be better terms for this, 
but you understand my meaning. 


These questions can only be 
answered with any degree of 
certainty by a physician who 
has studied the patient and the 
particular case history.

A Good Name 


NEW YORK, June 1 (AP). 

I DON’T KNOW how gossip got its bad name, but I’m 
coming out in favor of it, foursquare. . 

Most people, if they were frank, Ay doskrgg Rens 
critical pretense, 
agree with me, hay wy bet. 
After all, gossip is simply 
the receipt of, the mulling 
over and the transmission 
of information. Where 
would we be without it? 
Does the nature of the in- 
formation taint the listen- 
er? 

Anyway, isn’t it a ques- 
tion of semantics? 
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L If four old biddies sitting 
Jp on the front porch sip 
7, lemonade and chew up the 


neighborhood, why call 
that gossip? Why not call 
it news analysis? Aren't 
they, like Walter Lipp- 
mann or Ed Murrow, try- 
ing to understand the world 
around them, trying to 
satisfy a basic curiosity? 

Isn’t gossip in its broad- 
est sense the basic drive behind every good reporter, re- 
search scientist or counter spy? Personally, I find that 
nothing brightens or uplifts or adds a dash of color to a dull 
day than a choice bit of gossip. 


If Charlie Jones, who lives three doors down the 
street, belts his wife, I want to know about it. I 
find such information stimulating. If, it develops, the 
boss’ secretary is shopping for a trousseau and baby 
clothes at the same time, I do not feel degraded 
hearing about it or even asking for more information. 


Gossip, after all, provides the excitement in the drab 
lives of the rest of us who can’t afford to or lack the temerity 
to do the things people get gossiped about. If you know 
a man who shouts down his mother-in-law after two beers, 
don’t protect me from the news. It may be inspirational. 


Have you ever seen greater esprit de corps or a greater 
sense of vitality in the office than exists in the group of 
gossips buzzing around the water cooler? Gossip is a vintage 
champagne. It makes life worth living and a dull job worth 
working. If management were really enlightened, they'd 
plant more gossip for employes to dissect. It could reduce 
absenteeism. 

When you get right down to it, gossip is the basic appeal 
of Shakespeare and the soap operas. True, the poetry and 
human insight of Hamlet helps, but aren’t you also tintillated 
by the juicy family scandal? 
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Soap operas give you a new scandal or crisis 
every. day but the trouble with soap operas is they 
give you too many facts. They leave nothing to chal- 
lenge the imagination. And nothing kills gossip like 
all the facts. Real, active, dynamic gossip needs a 
little elbow room, a tiny area of ignorance and 
mystery to grow on. 
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But to achieve respectability, gossip needs a set of 
ground rules. If you hear a nasty bit of gossip about an 
enemy or competitor and you pass it on to your wife and 
three best friends, that’s acceptable. But further circulation 
is malicious. You, as the circulator, are suspect, of course. 

Coloring the gossip you hear by say, 40 per cent, is 
just ordinary, garden variety, healthy American, idle gossip. 
More than 40 per cent, it’s malicious. 

I don’t say there should be government controls but 
completely free enterprise operating in gossip can be in- 
efficient and chaotic. If four people hear the same choice bit 
at the same time and all four are sworn to secrecy, none 
should be allowed to, spread the word in less than, say, an 
hour. A common release date binding on all contractual 
parties gives everybody an equal chance to enrich the news 
and avoids a stampede to the nearest phone booth. 


Gossip, I say, but let’s be fair about it; let’s do it in the 
American way.

I TOLD MARGARET TRU- 
MAN that she would have to call 
off the concerts she had booked 
for Lewisohn Stadium in New 
York and in the Philadelphia 
Dell — where tens of thousands 
instead of hundreds were to 
hear her. 

She retused. I told her there 
was no other way as tar as I 
was concerned that I could work 
with her. It ended with all of us 
taking it to court — down to 
Washington to see Daddy Tru- 
man in Blair House. We saw 
him in the study. 

“Mr. President,” I told him, 
“when I agreed to help Mar- 
garet, I said she should study 
and not sing in public for five 
years. You know that.” 

**Yes,” he said. 

“I know you want Margaret 
to stand on her own two feet 
and not on anything that you 
have done. I don’t want her 
singing to be based on her fa- 
ther’s reputation as a Presi- 
dent.” At this point Margaret 
rushed out of the room. 

**Yes!” cried Truman. He 
smacked his desk with his fist. 
**That’s exactly what I want!” 

“Then,” I said, “‘she will have 
to call off these concerts she 
has booked.” 

Truman thought it over. He 
called Margaret back into the 
room. He told her to telephone 
her manager and cancel the con- 
certs. Truman was not angry 
with her. On the contrary, he 
was very gentle but very firm. 

*‘But I have contracts with 
these people!” she protested. 
“How can I get out of them?” 

“‘That’s your job,” her father 
told her. “‘You got into this, 
now get yourself out.” 

That was the formula for the 
whole affair. The concerts were 
never held. But I was not yet 
free to do what was needed 
and what Margaret really de- 
served. The next thing that 
turned up was that Margaret 
(and her manager) had planned 
and contracted for a series of 
radio appearances. 

This was the last straw. If it 
was not proper for her to ap- 
pear before hundreds, it was 
less proper before thousands. 
But what could you say to the 
ambition of a girl who, un- 
trained and musically unknown, 
wanted to appear before mil- 
lions? At this point I guess I 
felt I was fighting not so much 
to develop Margaret as a sing- 


er as I was fighting to uphold 


the national honor. She would 
be singing in direct comparison 
with some of the finest artists 
of opera and concert. It would 
have been, I felt, a personal 
disaster of the first magnitude 
for me to be connected with it. 

I would describe Margaret's 
voice as a lyric soprano with a 
very sweet quality.

house. Disappointment and cha- 
grin were joined inside me. In 
some ways I regretted the inevi- 
table break with Margaret.
